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Tax Forms 
By The 
Millions 


Federal income taxpayers in 
New England and New York will 
receive their new Form 1040 in 
the mail starting Monday, the In- 
ternal Revenue Service has an- 
nounced. 

A total of 11 million multi- 
colored forms are being mailed 
from the IRS Service Center, An- 
dover, in 48,600 specially designed 
cartons, Thetraditional mail sacks 
have been discarded to reduce 
costs. A fleet of 90 trailer trucks 
is delivering the forms to strategic 
postal points through the North 
Atlantic Region. 

The same returns are due back 
at the service center on or before 
April 15, 1970. Starting in January 
all returns, including business, are 
to be filed directly to the service 
center. An addressed envelope is 
included in the new form 1040 
package for taxpayers’ use. 

Director Norman E. Morrill of 
the service center advises tax- 
payers who will be filing returns 
due refunds to send them as early 
as possible. The IRS requires four 
to six weeks to complete the pro- 
cessing of returns due refunds. 
In the current filing period the 
service center processed 7.9 mil- 
lion returns due refunds that 
totaled $1.5 billion. 

The new Form 1040 is a com- 
bination of the old forms 1040 and 
1040A. In the New York, New 
England areas 3.1 million former 
1040A filers will be using the new 
form. With the new form, the old 
1040A filers will be able to ‘tem- 
ize all of their deductions.

Private Plowing Pondered 


Plowing of private streets by 
the town will be studied by the 
town manager, as a result of 
discussions by the selectmen Mon- 
day night. 

William Turner of Serenity Lane 
asked the board to consider plow- 
ing his street which is a private 
way. The town has a policy with 
regard to private streets and plows 
as long as there are two or more 
residences on the street. 

Turner is the only resident on 
the street at present, and told 
the board that he was paying sub- 
stantial taxes, yet not obtaining 
this partieular service, 

He commented that his taxes 
are heing paid for education pur- 
poses, yet he has no children in 
the public schools, 

Along with the Turner request, 
was one from the Brockway-Smith- 
Haigh-Lovell Co., off Dascomb 
road, asking the town to consider 
plowing the street leading into 
their property. 

This brought considerable dis- 
cussion, as Selectman William 
Stewart and Sidney P. White felt 
that if such request was approved 
then a precedent would be set, 
regarding plowing for industries. 

Selectmen Roger W. Collins and 
Philip K. Allen, felt that the street 
was built to reach the new build-

ing and that of Allied Chemical.

Title Il of the same act re- 
imburses any schoo! district up 
to a certain amount for library 
books and audio-visual materials, 
in an attempt to beef up the edu- 
cational resources of all communi- 
ties in the nation.

The new Form 1040 has the 
advantage of being short - only a 
single page. Except for a few lines 
it seeks the same information as 
the old card form and at the same 
time has separate schedules which 
taxpayers can file according to 


their personal needs. The sequence 
of schedules is arranged so a tax- 
payer can add in ‘building block’? 
fashion the schedules he needs, 

Postal officials have been re- 
quested to have all the tax forms 
delivered by Jan. 6, 1970. 

IRS requests taxpayers to use 
the form received in the mail for 
it has a preaddressed name label, 
contains information used in pro- 
cessing and helps expedite the re- 
fund process. 

IRS also requests taxpayers to 
double check their return before 
mailing it to the service center. 
This year 1.5 million errors were 
detected in processing. Of this

tion’? commissioners. 

These thoughts struck us as we 
thumbed through a new 215-page 
paperback entitled ‘‘Conservation 
Commissions in Massachusetts.” 
Even the title of the volume isa 
misnomer, since the status of the 
conservation commissions in 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, New 


Hampshire and Maine is included. 
The bulk of the text involves Mass- 
achusetts mainly because it all 
Started there 11 years ago and 
some excellent case histories of 
what has been done can be found 
in the commonwealth. 

Perhaps at this point, one should 
state what a conservation commis- 
sion is. In all states, except Maine 
where boards are limited to five 
persons, the commissions consist 
of seven local residents. They are 
named by the selectmen, mayor or 
municipal manager to serve three- 
year terms, Their duty: a rather 
vague responsibility for ‘‘conser- 
vation’? in the community. 

In 1960 there were exactly 19 
conservation commissions in all 
New England -- and all were in 
Massachusetts. Since their 
mission was unclear, their accom- 
plishments had been rather 
minimal. But inApril that year, the 
conservation commissioa tide 
turned, largely as a result of a 
speech delivered by the late Ward 
E, Duffy, then editor of the Hart- 
ford Times, delivered at the first 
convention of commissions at ‘the 
Harvard Business School. 
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of the natural resources of your 
town, perhaps using a simple ques- 
tion and answer sheet mailedto all 
citizens. (3) Get the facts -- 
the local facts. (4) Pay no at- 
tention to political parties, for 
cooperation and assistance will 
come from both sides of the fence. 
(5) Publicize results and findings 
as widely as possible. 

With this rather flexible guide- 
line before them, the conservation 
commissions meshed into gear. 
Soon they were fighting to save 
local marshes, urging flood plain 
zoning, seeking to save open 
spaces, buying woodlands, and in- 
dulging in such utilitarian projects 
as setting up swimming holes for 
the local kids and finding places 
where families could have picnics. 
In Massachusetts alone they have 
transferred through gift, tax title 
or purchase some 6500 acres into 
public lands. 

In urban areas, conservation 
commissions now are entering 
such sophisticated areas as air 
and water pollution control and 
solid waste disposal. They are 
local citizens coming togrips with 
the local problems that now pro- 
duce newspaper headlines. 

At the latest count, there were 
276 commissions in Masgs- 
achusetts; 27 in Rhode Island; 
101 in Connecticut; 85 in New 
Hampshire, and eight in Maine.

The courtrooms of the nation 
are the last hope of the environ- 
ment, according to Victor Yan- 
nacone, Jr., the lawyer who led 
the fight against DDT in court- 
rooms across America. Legisla- 
tion is too show; regulatory 
agencies are too narrow in out- 
look and ecolozically incompetent; 
the only solution is lawsuits against 
those who are wrecking the 
enviroameat. 

Speaking at the recent Annual 
Meeting of the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society, Mr, Yannacone 
said, ‘‘Experience has shown that 
litigation is the only noaviolent, 
civilized way to secure immediate 
consideration of basic questions 
of human rights. Litigation seems 
to de the only rational way to 
focus the attention of our legis- 
lators on the basic problems of 


business and hope to survive. The 
environment -- the very breath of 
life -- needs the protection of the 
trial bar ... 

‘“‘The air we breathe, the water 
we drink and our natural resource 
treasures must have their day in 
court.”’ 

There is plenty of money avail- 
able to protect the financial in- 
terests of business, but little to 
protect the people andthe environ- 
ment, according toMr. Yannacone. 
‘*Great industries will never lack 
for advocates! Government will 
never lack for advocates}... People 
need advocates! People need 
champions! Our human andnatural 
resources need protection,’’ 

In the fight against DDT, from the 
time Mr. Yannacone Started in 
Long Island in 1966 through the 
end of the Wisconsin litigation this

against DDT -- initiated at his 
own expense and carried onby him 
without legal fees -- he has been 
asked to resign as chief counsel 
of the Environmental Defense 
Fund, which he helped to form two 
years ago to combat the use of 
DDT. The move, reportedly, was 
motivated by an offer of a major 
foundation grant to the Environ-
